In view of the starcity of secds of all
kinds, let nie sugwést to your readers an
ensy mode of propogitiug Irish potatoes
and tomatoes ; 1 mean by eattings. When
the potatoes huve eome out of the earth
three or tour inches; on a rainy day or
after a chower take up all the roots ex-
cept the one which ix 16 reawin, and set
them out as you would' wmatoes or cab-
bage plants, or sweet potatye drawers —
lhey will grow and bear os early 45 those
that are left cn the potatoe. 1t you wish
to inerease your- Irish potatoe crop still
more, wlicn the bush sommences to branch
vat eut or break a uumber of these bran-
ches frow tour 10 six inches long, 1nd set
them'out as ¥ they had roots to 1hem.
They will grow readily, and will bear po
tatocs later than the others. Cattings of
the tomatoes also grow very reudily.

In transplanting ecabbuges, tomatocs
and other ' plants Tiuble 10 destruetion by
‘the grub or cat worm, a bit or paper
wrapped around the stem previons to plant-
ing, aud extending an inch or mor: sbove
the surfuce of the soil, will cffectually
